R A Y - Y E L L O W dust, bori* on a 
dry, scornful wind, fogged out the 
sun over eastern seaboard cities a 
few weeks ago. 
People looked and 
wondered. 
Housewives were annoyed: more 
cleaning to do. 
Airplanes had to stay ground­ 
ed. 
Port navigation was doubtful foi a day 
or two. 
Then the sky cleared, and business wen! 
briskly 
forward again. 
But people 
remeni 
bored. 
For a long time they will remember. 
They will tell their children, their grandchil 
dren, of the Great Dust Storm of 
14. 
They will have this portentous thing to tell 
about as long as they live. 
But only on one 
condition. 
That is. that they now take steps 
to keep others like it from coming again— 
from coming again so often, and so calamitous 
|y, that there will be no thrill in the 
telling, 
because such storms shall have become a bur­ 
densome commonplace. 
An impoverishing commonplace, too. 
F or 
when the peeved housewife re-vacuumed her 
rugs and dusted her furniture, after the sifting 
dust had passed on, she was throwing bi cad 
out of the house. 
Not this year’s bread. Next 
year's. 
Bread that might have grown as 
wheat on a farm in Kansas or western Iowa, 
but now can never be harvested or milled or 
baked. 
Lost bread. 
For that great dust storm, the first of its 
kind that ever blew so far as the eastern sea­ 
board, was made of the best topsoil of the mid­ 
western grainlands. 
It had the mine?a1 ele­ 
ments in it that are needed by plants, to be 
added to water and air and sunlight to make 
food. 
Lost from the farms, it can never be 
replaced or, at any rate, not in humanly calcul­ 
able time. 
Dust storms like that have been fairly fre­ 
quent things, of late years, but only in the mid­ 
west. 
They start in Colorado or Nebraska, 
choke lungs anti sting eyes in Iowa and Illi­ 
nois; not until this year have they ever reached 
the east. 
I 
N ancient times such an unfamiliar event 
would have been regarded as a portent and 
a sign of warning of disaster to follow, as was 
the Darkness over Egypt in the time of Moses 
•—itself not improbably just such a dust storm. 
Our dust storm was a portent and a sign ot 
warning, needing no supernatural sanction to 
make its lesson clear for the eyes and the minds 
of people who are thinking— as many are 
thinking hard today. 
It was a sign of warning that the farm prob 
lem of the midwest is a national problem, not 
a regional one. 
It was a warning that the soil 
there, and elsewhere in our country, too, is in 
danger of becoming a nomad soil, a gipsy soil, 
abiding nowhere, profiting nobody, turning from 
its age-old function of creating wealth to a 
new racketeering occupation of destroying prop 
erty arid impoverishing the people. 
It was a warning that under our planless, 
systemless, anarchic mode of land use we are 
about to make a reality out of a myth.

Winds whip across the denuded sod. scouring 
its surface away.

furrowing it, cutting cattle and game-paths into 
runnels, and these into crumbling gullies. 


The good surface soil goes into the streams 
and chokes them with silt; the new surface is 
not only cut to pieces physically but is impov­ 
erished chemically. 
European administrators

Does it not all have a familiar sound?

We cut and burned down the forests, plowed 
out the deep-rooted prairie sod. 
In doing to, 
we destroyed ti* innumerable tough cords of 
roots, (fiat held the soil together. 
If we would 
end the insubordination of the soil, we must 
restore them. 


rP H A T doe* not mean that we must give the 
*■ whole country back to the forests, and 
wait, like Elijah, for ravens to come down out 
of the treetops aud feed us, 
It does not mean 
that we must grow only long grass where now 
the tall corn grows— and turn ourselves out to 
pasture, like Nebuchadnezzar. 
We eau keep 
our cornfields. 
But it does mean that we must set regiments 
of trees, and phalanxes of stubborn, deep-root­ 
ed permanent grasses on sloping lands, to dis­ 
cipline and halt the runaway soil. 
It does 
mean that we must throw /ones of permanent­ 
ly-rooted plants around the plowlands, to im­ 
prison the truant land. 


And in all this, the cow, patient bereaved 
foster-motlier of our human race, will be our 
chief ally.
